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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., non-repetitive) 
are not recited in the rejected in independent claims 4, 1 1, and 18. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Moreover, Applicant has not explicitly defined non-uniform to mean non-repetitive. Paragraph 0044 of the specification merely states that 
the ribs are "characterized as being formed as random, non-uniform, [and] non-straight," or that "the non-uniformity, non-repetitive nature 
of the reinforcing ribs continues thoughout." In both instances where either the term "non-uniform" or "non-repetive" is used, the terms are 
used to describe the ribs. The term "non-repetitive" is not used to define the term "non-uniform." Accordingly, Applicant did not provide 
such a definition for the word "non-uniform;" thus the teaching reference of Batcheller indeed discloses the claimed non-uniform rib. 
Therefore, all claim rejections are maintained. 
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
